After much discussion the Declaration of
Grievances and Resolutions were finaliy n-
dopted aa follows, without division :

DECLARATION OF GRIEVANCKS,

We the people of Enst Tendessee agnin ae-
gembled in & Convention of our Delegates,
muke the following declaration in nddition to
that heretofore promulgated by us at Koox-
ville, on the 30th and 318t days of May last.

So far as we can learn, the clection beld in
this State on the 8th duy ol the present
mouth, was free, with but few exceptions, in
no part of the State, other than Eust Tennes-
see. lu the larger parts of Middle and West
Tennessee, no speechesordisvursionsin favor
of the Union were permitted. Union papers
were not allowed to circulate. Measures were
taken in some purts of West Tennessee, in
defiance of the Constitution und laws, which
allow folded tickets, to have the ballot pum-
bered in such manner as to mark and expose
the Unlon votes. A Disupion paper, the Nash-
ville Ganette, in urging the people to vole un
vpen tick t, declured that “ o thiel takes &
pucket book or effects an entrance into for-
bidden places by stealthy means—a tory, in
voting, usually adopts pretty much the same
course of procedure,” Disunionists, in many
places, hnd charge of the polls und Union
men, when voting, were denounced as Lin-
coluites and Abolitionists, 1'he unnmmity of
the votes in many large countics where, bul
a few weeks ago, the Union sentiment was so
strong, proves beyond doubt that Union mep

were overawed by the tyraony of the milit _

Memphis, where 5018 votes were cast, i v
